Loses Biggest Customer Through de 
Valera's Break With England 

France, Holland and Denmark 
must regard President de Valera as 
one of their best friends. For years 
they have looked with longing eyes on 
the immense British market for agri¬ 
cultural products, but they could. 
sell only what Ireland oould not 
supply and were also faced with a 
high , tariff, which the Free State was j 
not. Now England slaps a 100 per 
cent, tax on Irish goods, accompanied 
by a blunt statement from Domln- ' 
ion Secretary J. B. Thomas to the' 
effect that England could not allow 
a solemn agreement between two 
members of the British Common¬ 
wealth to be treated as a scrap of 
paper. 

De Valera’s break with England 
may have been a fine gesture at the' 
Sassenach, but in making it he lost 
the customer who took 90 per cent, 
of what Ireland had to sell. The 
Guinness breweries at Dublin, fam¬ 
ous for their stout, and Henry Ford 
and Son’s)' tractor plant at Cork, will 
probably (continue exporting to Eng¬ 
land, but this will be due largely be¬ 
cause of the individual nature of their 
merchandise.
